notes or bonds, including the rate of interest, and to do 
any and all such acts and things as they may deem 
necessary to the issuance thereof.

With only eight fires this past season and burning 
over only about two acres, proves that we had a very 
successful year in regard to Forest Fires. Along this 
line there were four investigationas and one hundred 
twenty-one fire permits granted. 


We can not afford to be careless though in the com- 
ing year as each year there is more timber being cut 
which leaves a hazard. Here in Meredith we had nine 
portable mill locations in 1946. 


Our District Chief George F. Richardson, Jr., from 
Lebanon lists the five following suggestions: 


1. Use ordinary common sense with fire in and 
near woodland. 


2. Comply with requirements on the use of fire in 
and near woodland and when the ground is not covered 
with snow, secure written permission to burn from the 
forest fire warden. 


3. Be careful when smoking in or near woodlands. 
Don’t throw lighted material from moving vehicles. 


4. Cooperate with and assist the warden and urge 
others to do so. 


5. HELP YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN PRE- 
VENT FIRES — his efforts are only as effective as is 
the cooperation you give him!

There is too much work for one nurse in doing 
District and School work here, that is, if a good job is 
to be done. Of course the district work is done first, 
but there is much to be done in the schools, and that 
is where we make our impression, and that is where 
we are going to educate our children, or should I say 
improve our community. We can’t get anywhere with 
some of the families, but we can by trying to educate 
the children—we can because I have seen results.

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ANNUAL SCHOOL REPORT OF THE 
DISTRICT NURSE: 


The students of the Meredith High School, Lang 
Street School and the Meredith Center School have 
had a physical examination by Dr. R. J. Turley (except 
for Grades I and II as those two grades were closed for 
the school year due to an epidemic of measles). 


Of the 286 examined, the following defects were 
found:

The first six grades and some students in the High 
School had their vision tested. 


Nineteen school children and three pre-school child- 
ren were taken to the Dartmouth Eye Institute in 
Hanover. 


A dental examination was held in April by Dr. Den- 
eault. 81 children were examined. 


A dental examination was held in November by Dr. 
Pottle’s Dental Hygienist, Mrs. Dorothy Blaisdell. 93 
children were examined. Dental clinics are being held 
weekly by Dr. Pottle. So far 17 have been completed. 


A Diphtheria Toxoid clinic was held April 18 and 
May 16. Fifty-one children attended the first clinic 
and 55 attended the second. 
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During the year 18 children were taken to the T. B. 
Clinic in Laconia. 


Two children ware taken to Mr. Hammond’s in La- 
conia to have glasses adjusted. 


One child was taken to the Mental Hygiene Clinic in 
Laconia. 


The School Nurse is appreciative of the cooperation 
of the Superintendent of Schools, the Board of Educa- 
tion, the Staff of Teachers and the Parents of the 
children.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Teachers 


Meredith’s annual turnover of teachers—meaning 
resignation and replacement—is not large. The major- 
ity of our elementary teachers have their homes here, 
and are not likely to be attracted by offers of more 
lucrative positions elsewhere’ On the high school 
staff, two new teachers came to us in September—Al- 
bert Aucoin, a graduate of Bates College, to teach 
history and physical education for girls; and Everdean 
Vancore, graduating from Keene, teaching home eco- 
nomics. During the fall term, Charlotte Ruth request- 
ed to be released from her contract, and Mary Dono- 
hue has been elected in her place, as teacher of lan- 
guages. 

In the present situation of scarcity of qualified 
teachers, we are fortunate to have all positions filled. 
The prospect of being able to secure suitable candi- 
dates in the next few years is very doubtful; and 
teachers’ salaries, increasing sharply because of a 
nation-wide shortage of trained teachers, are certain 
to be higher next year than now. In December, the 
school board voted a flat increase of $200. to be added 
to this year’s contract rates, which was accepted by 
the teachers with the understanding that it will be 
subject to final confirmation by vote of the school dis- 
trict on March 7. 


Changes in State Administration 


The new commissioner of education, Edgar Fuller, 
is making changes in the organization and policy of 
the State Department which are of significance to 
all. Of these changes, two are briefly mentioned here. 

In his policy of expanding the services offered by 
State Department personnel, Mr. Fuller has brought 
to our state Gertrude Lewis, who is an expert in meth- 
ods of teaching reading and other elementary subjects. 
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Miss Lewis conducted in October an institute for elem- 
entary and rural teachers at Meredith Center, Then 
while working in this area in December, she spent one 
day working with individual teachers at the Lang 
Street School, and also conducted a meeting of teachers 
in this union to help with their difficulties and to offer 
suggestions for improving their work. . 

The policy of the State Department also proposes 
that a greater share of school costs be borne by the 
State; and in order to put this into effect, a law is under 
consideration (House Bill No. 12) which should help 
to prevent excessive increases of local tax rates in 
future years. If this bill becomes a law, funds from 
the State treasury will be available to all districts, the 
amount varying with the size of the schools and local 
needs. 


School Marks and Promotions 


Report cards are looked upon by most parents as a 
true indication of the success or failure of their child- 
ren in school; but this is not always the case. When 
John and Mary received A and B on their cards last 
year, and the teacher this year marks them C and D, 
the parents naturally suppose the children are not 
learning as well and often blame the teacher. The diff- 
- erence may be that the new teacher demands more, 
setting higher standards for her class, and really 
teaching just as thoroughly as any former teacher has 
done. Teachers are not encouraged to give high marks 
except for really superior work. 

Promotion to the next grade should depend upon 
various factors; not only marks in class, but mental 
maturity, ability to grasp the new work of the next 
grade, reading skill, etc. In deciding what grade a 
pupil should enter next September, the question we try 
to answer is, “Where will this child learn most, and 
progress best, next year?” If the work of the next 
grade will seem each day like a mountain to him, so 
that he will give up trying, perhaps he needs review. 
Each case has to be decided on the basis of the best 
good for the pupil concerned. We hope for understand- 
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ing and cooperation between parents and teachers in 
helping to do at all times what is best for the children 
in our schools. 


Three Outstanding Educational Needs 


(1) Physical education, during the war, received 
marked emphasis and was added to the curriculum of 
many high schools. In Meredith, classes for both boys 
and girls were instituted, meeting four periods a week 
for classes above the eighth grade, and once a week 
in junior high school. 


This work deserves attention throughout the elemen- 
tary grades also. Some plan of organized playground 
supervision and instruction at stated periods during 
the school day, as well as after school and during vaca- 
tion periods, is a real need. Attention to physical devel- 
opment should not wait till high school years to be 
provided. 


(2) A course in typewriting for the high school is 
much to be desired. The past summer a partition was 
removed between Room B (the library) and Room C, 
making from the two small rooms one good-sized class- 
room. This has been equipped with modern flourescent 
lights, and would be a suitable location for commercial 
classes. The school district warrant provides an article 
under which money may be raised and appropriated 
to purchase equipment and employ a teacher of com- 
mercial subjects. 


(3) About one-fourth of the pupils who enter the 
first grade each year find themselves at the end of 
the year unable to read easily second grade books. 
Either they must repeat the first year’s work, or under- 
-take the new work without a sufficient background to 
make success likely. Perhaps we are admitting pupils 
to school too young; but in my opinion the difficulty is 
largely due to the size of the classes. Thirty pupils 
or more in the first grade—beginners who have to ad- 
just themselves and find out what school is all about—

little tots who are away from home for the first time— 
are too many for one teacher to guide successfully. 
Fifteen would be plenty, especially during the first: 
term. If an extra teacher at Lang Street School could 
devote her time during the fall to helping the first 
grade get a good start, and then could spend some time 
during the remainder of the year with pupils in all 
grades who need special help in various subjects, her 
time would be well spent.

REPORT of HEADMASTER of THE HIGH SCHOOL 


I present herewith my first. annual report as Head- 
master of Meredith High School for the year ending 
December 31, 1946. 


Impression of Meredith High School 


With one year personal association in my present 
position with Meredith High School, I am mindful 
that the impressions collected regarding the school 
must necessarily be attended with caution and reserve. 
Although first impressions are not always reliable, I 
believe that certain definite conclusions, where the 
facts are obvious, can now be drawn. They are worthy 
of careful consideration, not only by the Superinten- 
dent and School Board, but by the public as well. There- 
fore I am pleased to record here a few observations and 
perhaps a recommendation or two. 


Meredith Shows Pride In Her Schools 


Needless to say many favorable first impressions of 
Meredith High School have become confirmed judg- 
ments. It is quite evident that pride in the school ex- 
hibited by both citizens and teachers is quite outstand- 
ing. Good schools are not possible without pride, 
which in the teaching staff reflects a high devotion, and 
in the public, manifests a watchfulness and a desire to 
maintain the school at a high standard of service. This 
attitude in citizens and teachers alike should assure the 
future advancement of the school system. I can find 
little evidence that this pride in her school is confined 
to past achievements. I detect a regard for the school 
which transcends the past and directs its hopes toward 
the future. It probably accounts in part for Meredith’s 
_ desirability as a place in which to live. 
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There are three essential elements to good schools, 
(1) Personnel—the persons who teach the children (2) 
-Program—the things that the children are taught 
(3) Building—the environment in which the instruc- 
tion takes place. The following paragraphs will brief- 
ly outline these elements when applied to Meredith 
High School. 


Personnel 


The product of the schools is the education acquired 
by the pupils. Even though this product may be in- 
tangible, it is none the less real. Its quality depends 
on the same factors as the quality of any material 
product. If the automobile manufacturer wants to 
build a better car, he puts into it better materials, de- 
vises better methods of work, hires better workmen 
and builds their loyalty, and finally, he improves the 
plant by providing better machines, better light, great- 
er safety measures, and the like. Exactly the same 
is true of public schools. It is therefore, necessary to 
determine definitely the kind of school Meredith wants, 
and then to plan the program accordingly, provide an 
adequate corps of teachers and other personnel, suit- 
able school plant and proper equipment, and teaching 
materials which will guarantee the quality of educa- 
tion desired. 

Meredith High School is fannned with an excellent 
corps of teachers. They all exhibit a high degree of 
professional interest toward their work and devote 
much of their free time to work directed at improving 
the general tone of the school and its usefulness to the 
boys and girls it serves. 

A good educational program is characterized by 
the quality and quantity of the teaching staff. I will 
confine my considerations here to the problem of hav- 
ing just enough teachers. It is not an earmark of a 
good educational program to have one teacher working 
with large classes all day long. If that teacher is con- 
cerned only with the old-time forms of education, then 
it does not make much difference whether she has four 
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or forty or four hundred. But if the other ends of a 
good educational program are to be served, then a tea- 
cher must neither use old-time methods nor try _ to 
teach so many that she cannot provide for individual 
differences. 

It is desirable to have some teachers on a staff who 
are not always teaching; who rotate through teaching 
jobs and other non-teaching educational  ac- 
tivities. Latter activities include visiting other schools, 
writing up new ideas, and locating and drawing togeth- 
er the materials which are needed in a modern educa- 
tional program. If teaching is not going to be haphaz- 
ard, teachers need more time to plan. A good educa- 
tional program must be amply staffed in the sense that 
there are ideally more teachers on the staff than there 
are classes which have to be met at eight-thirty every 
morning. 

The above applies to Meredith High School with the 
result that the faculty should be increased by at least 
two teachers, one as a permanent Junior High School 
teacher. 

Building» ? 

The Meredith High School building is now 32 years 
old. A survey of this school, as.regards repairs, pain- 
ing, lights, etc., was done last fall. All of the class- 
rooms, (except Room C, which was refinished last 
summer) are due for a complete job; all ceilings 
should be done, walls painted two coats, the woodwork 
varnished, and new lights installed to make an appro- 
priate atmosphere for a first class educational institu- 
tion. The whole interior shows extremely good care 
by the janitor, but the ravages of time have finally 
made it a job for the painters. 

The above explanation may also be applied to the 
Meredith High School gym. 


Program of Studies 


With the opening of school in September, a revised 
time schedule was placed in operation which provides 
among other things, six class recitation periods and an 
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“X” or activities period each school day. This “X” 
period was used for such activities as assemblies, class 
meetings, meetings of the Student Council, Newspaper 
Club, Handicraft Club, Dramatic Club, Drivers Club, 
Band and Glee Club, and any other club activities that 
might develop, for all the pupils in the school. Actually, 
however, it has not been possible to have these activi- 
ties available to all pupils, due largely to the compli- 
cations arising from the great differences in individual 
pupil programs and teacher program. It has been nec- 
essary to use this period for Shop Classes, Economic 
Geography and Conference period for pupils in Home 
Economics. 

The results of World War II are having a great effect 
on the philosophies and objectives of education and 
on the materials, methods, and environment of instruc- 
tion, learning and growth. . 

It seems inevitable that some changes will have to be 
made. For example, the enlarged world aspects pro- 
duced by the radio and the aeroplane are making geo- 
graphy of greater significance than heretofore; world 
history, international relations, commerce, and foreign 
languages will undoubtedly hold greater meanings for 
many students; mathematics, chemistry, physics, elec- 
tronics, have acquired broader applications; the pro- 
gram of physical fitness and health education will 
have greater importance than ever before; intense 
teaching and learning experience in preparing for the 
technical services of industry may have forceful effects. 
These are only a few illustrations of the forces which 
are affecting education. The school program in Mere- 
dith must plan for the required curricular adjustments, 
for qualified personnel, and for the type of school en- 
vironments and equipment which should be provided. 

It is generally accepted that the purpose of the 
schools is to prepare the pupils to take full and active 
part in the life of the community and state. If this 
task is to be carried on successfully, attention must be 
given to what is taught. Hence, a continual program 
of curriculum revision is required in order that the 
materials in use may be changed in response to fun- 
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damental changes in society outside the school, or may 
be changed as research finds new materials of social 
significance for school use. | 
The faculty of Meredith High School are now in the 
process of Curriculum Revision for the school. 


Physical Education 


Health and physical education have long been neg- 
lected in the schools of the United States. Practically 
all of our schools have health education as a part of the 
curriculum for all grades. We realize that the lack of 
-an adequate physical education program is not the only 
thing that is responsible for the five million men in the 
nation, who were physically incapable of military ser- 
vice. We also realize that it is not the fault of the 
schools that this condition of non-fitness exists. How- 
ever, the schools should do something about it, because 
they are in a position to do something. If we wish to 
improve the health and physical fitness of the people 
of the United States, it is absolutely necessary that 
we begin with our school children. 

The overall program consists of two parts; the 
health part and the physical education program. The 
basic step in our physical education program is the 
health examination. This has been carried out in 
Meredith in a commendable manner under the direction 
of Dr. Raymond Turley. After the examination has 
been completed, there is a follow-up program for those 
students who have physical defects. The follow-up 
is in charge of Mrs. Rebecca Sherwood, our school 
nurse, and has been effectively accomplished. The 
third problem is that of sufficient health material in 
the curriculum to develop in the students an under- 
standing of his body and ways and means of protect- 
ing it. We have had this subject matter in our curri- 
culum over a period of years. 

Mr. Joseph Pignone and Mr. Albert Aucoin, of the 
high school faculty, must be commended for their 
work in Physical Education classes. In this depart- 
ment, the program is based on the development of 
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skills, posture, co-ordination and body development. 
This objective is obtained through a series of skilled 
tests and exercises for this particular type of develop- 
ment. 


In fairness to all concerned with Physical Education, 
we hope in another year to increase the length of the 
period for these classes and have better facilities, both 
indoors and outdoors, to enable us to give the children 
the benefits of a better balanced and more complete 
program. 

In November 1946, the Meredith School Board voted 
to award % credit for physical education per year. Be- 
ginning with the class of 1950, 17 credits will be re- 
quired for graduation. This applies to all students 
with no exceptions If a student has a medical certi- 
ficate from the doctor which excuses the student from 
Physical Education classes, the student must complete 
a course in Health Education in order to receive the 
necessary credit. For the classes now in high school, 
the requirements or credits for graduation are as 
follows: |

Athlete’s Accident Benefit Fund 


Members of both boys’ and girls’ basketball teams 
were required to become members of the Benefit Fund 
before permission would be granted to play in regular 
scheduled games. 


The Benefit Fund, provided by the council of New 
England Secondary School Principals’ Association, is 
a non-profit cooperative type of financial benefit for 
boys and girls injured in games or exercises supervised 
by high school officials. The schedule of benefits pro- 
vides adequate payment for medical and dental charges 
following injuries sustained in all types of supervised 
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play or exercise, charges which frequently revert to 
parents since no school may he held legally responsible 
for such charges. 

When a boy or girl is injured, prompt and adeqnate 
medical care must be given. It is here that this Benefit 
Fund functions. By providing a schedule of payments 
which closely parallels the usual Workmen’s Compen- 
sation schedules of ‘this state, an injured student may 
receive adequate care and physician or dentist will be 
assured of a fair return for his services. 

Therefore, the Benefit Fund is set up to relieve suff- 
ering, to assist parents and schools in meeting doctors’ 
bills, and to restore the injured boy or girl as nearly as 
- possible to a normal physical condition. 


Student Activities 


Student Council Once again the Student Council 
has been organized. It is composed of two representa- 
tives from each of the four upper classes. They have 
been instrumental in planning and putting into opera- 
tion, rules and regulations for the use of the gymnas- 
ium and also the arrangement of classes at assemblies. 
It serves as a means for securing student opinion on 
matters of school interest and it is hoped that they 
will continue to play an increasingly important role 
in the life of the school. 


Hi-Y Club ‘The purpose of the Hi-Y is to create, 
maintain, and extend throughout the school and com- 
munity, high standards of Christian character. This 
club is affiliated with the Y.M.C.A. of the United 
States It is open to any boy or girl of the Junior and 
Senior class; at present we have 41 members. The 
highlight for the past year was had at Camp Belknap 
when 27 members journeyed for a banquet and an 
evening of games and dancing. Our appreciation is 
extended to Mr. Reid O. Besserer of Lakeport, our dir- 
ector, for his work in our behalf. 
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Athletics Athletics continue to be the major ex- 
tra-curricula activity of the school. Our boy’s athletic 
teams in 1945—‘46, under the capable coaching of Mr. 
Joseph Pignone, have had a very successful season 
with 11 wins and 8 losses in basketball and 2 wins and 
10 losses in baseball. The girl’s basketball team under 
the expert guidance of Mrs. Jane Ambrose completed 
the 1945—‘46 season with 6 wins, 1 tie, and 7 defeats. 
We hope in another year with a revised time schedule 
and an activity period, to have all basketball practices 
in the afternoon thus eliminating evening basketball 
practice. 


Junior Prize: Speaking Contest The Seventeenth 
Annual H. Stewart Bosson Prize Speaking Contest was 
held on Friday, April 5, 1946, at the Meredith Town 
Hall. Miss Virginia Perkins was the winner of the 
Dramatic Contest and Miss Martha Nystedt for the 
Humorous Contest. Our appreciation is extended to 
all the judges and contestants for making this contest 
a success. 


Junior Class Dancing Classes Every year the Jun- 
ior Class conducts dancing classes at the high school 
gym for all pupils interested in dancing. The instruct- 
ors for these classes are members of the Junior and 
Senior Classes. This event has been conducted satis- 
factorily for benefit of all and the Junior Class and the 
advisor must be commended for this type of program. 


Band and Glee Club Under the capable direction of 
Mr. Donald Musgrove, our music supervisor, the band 
and glee club have exéelled in their departments. The 
band played at most of our home basketball games 
and assemblies, and the glee club took part in the 
graduation of last year. It is hoped that in the near — 
future, the band and glee club will be outfitted in uni- 
forms. Our appreciation is extended to Mr. Musgrove 
for his fine work in this department. 


Stunt Night Every year the National Honor Soc- 
iety conducts at the Town Hall a stunt night whereby 
every class and organization performs some sort of a 
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stunt. This is very important to school life because it 
enables pupils to take part in school affairs. The Nat- 
ional Honor Society and their advisor, Mr. John Humis- 
ton, must be commended for the time and effort to 
make such a program successful. 


The Pinnacle The arrangement and publishing of 
the yearbook is a very important phase in the student 
life at the high school. The student members and the 
advisor of the 1947 Yearbook hope to present to the 
students and the community a different type of Year- 
book. We hope the 1947 edition of the Pinnacle will 
be graciously received. 


Conclusion 


Meredith High School has just finished a hard and 
successful year. Every member of the School Depart- 
ment personnel has accepted the additional responsi- 
bilities during the school year. The student body has 
been cooperative and helpful. The attitude of the citi- 
zens toward the school has been splendid. The various 
town departments have continued their fine spirit of 
cooperation. I am deeply grateful to all.
